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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-54, 66-79, 90-105, 107-109, 112, 114-117, 119, and 121, drawn to a 
generator system having at least first and second modes, and a method of 
controlling said generator system, classified in class 322, subclass 8. 

IL Claims 55-65, 80-89, 106, 1 1 1, 1 13, 1 18, and 120, drawn to a dual mode 

generator system having a nominal output voUage of 120 VAC when it is in a first 
mode and nominal output voltages of both 120 VAC and 240 VAC when it is in a 
second mode, and a method of controlling said generator system, classified in 
class 322, subclass 94. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
fimctions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). hi the instant case the different 
inventions operate at different nominal output voltages (240 VAC) when it is in a second mode 
of operation. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
